Is an ndvocato of 
the modern and rational Jdoa (hat coal ia tho 
condensation or solidification of iho vasl 
volumes of tho columns of iho enrboniif 
gnsscs that surrounded the world bcfoio tho 
lempcroluro of tho earth and its atinoslphore 
had boon reduced lo a condition to support 
animal life. It was tho gradual reduction of 
temperature, and tho absorblion of tho carb- 
onic gnssos— so fatal to anhnollifo— into veg* 
aiablca and woods, and tho condensation ol 
them into those vast storehouses of fuel — or 
coal strata — for; the future use of tnan t thnl 
prepared tha esfirih first for tho rougher ani- 
mals, »*nd finally for iho habitation of man. 
This fs undoubtedly tho Irue theory- and 
most : bcouiifulIy illustrates iho benefiotem 
provMnece.of the Creator, who transformed 
Iho most filial auhslaneo to'inan'a eiislance 
tn ihe early periods or tho world, d bo one 
of his chiefo^t.bleasings in tho maturer oges 
of the earth, when man should bo filled lor 
and tiped its use* And thus are all apparont 
eviU upon cnrlh made, ir. bis fnfiuilo provi- 
denco, ibe basis of great good In iho aubj^ct 
uf the dlvino government.

of its clnuiei pn>vidrd for on e<\uh\ division 
of the fund among the various Wards— lo 
bo applied to roads nnd bridges in each 
Ward, under ihe direclion of the Councillor 
for lhat Ward, end in orxfer of said Coun- 
cillor upon ihol'fTeaauier would bo aufltcipni 
eulhbrfty Tor him to pay over the money. 
For his part il looked too much like jobbery 
for fi im to support such a Uy*Law. 

Mr. Hall said he thought tho Roads and 
Bridges throughout the Township wanted 
this money bad enough. lie was willing to 
be taxed for education. Lei this bona <>f 
contention bo trodden under ftx>t. It had 
been a grievance! nnd still would ho if it was 
not put out of tho way. 

A preamble was tl.en attached to tho By* 
Law, and it was rood a first time, by tho 
Hoove. 

Mr. Stokes aaid— At the last meeiing of 
Council Mr. Philips introduced n By-Law to 
give tho proceed* to roads for n certain 
length of lime. This ho would not have so 
much objecuop to. provided they could loan 

the money off real wiate. Bul as it was 

thoy would hove to invest it in Municipal 
Debentures — ond these Municipalities were 
being declared bankrupt every day. 
Mr. Hall— Lay it out on iho Roads. 
Mr. Stoker-Wait Mr. HM! till I get 
through. Now then Ihoy might loose 
a largo portion of this money by such on 
investment. 

Mr* Hughes explained that they need not 
purchase hut such Debentures as had been 
guaranteed by. tlio Province. 

Mr. Stokes— If wo do the country will 
then havo to. pay them ; nnd wo will bo tax* 
ed for that purpose 

Mr. Philips wonted to know of Mr* Stokes 
whether this Municipality not purchasing 
these Debentures would make any difference 
in the Provincial taxation. But independent 
uf theso considerations he stood upon this 
matter as a reformor. ' For years this 
Township had petitioned tu have the Re- 
serves secularized, and iho proceeds rip- 
plied lo education* Hut ihe course being 
pursued by members of ibis Council to-day 
was giving Iho Ho lo their profcsiions. It 
was acting contrary to their ofl*repcaicd 
wish os expressed by those petitions. lie 
never had odvocatcd making ono solitary 
liHJt of Road wiih this money ; and his pro- 
position lo apply the proceeds fur a number 
of years to that purposo was only mudo o* 
a compromise. He was surprised nl the 
course pursued by Mr. Hall. At a late 
meeting of Council ho admitted having sign- 
ed theso petitions ; and now be wanted to 
act contrary to what bo then prayed f*>r. 
Such a cu\ir&e wos inconsistent, ho was sor- 
ry to see it.
